~ Proposed Computer, Master Plans 


By Karen L. Day 


A commitment to implementation of 
the proposed computer and master plans 
for the Andover schools was requested 
by Superintendent Kenneth Seifert at the 
meeting of the School Committee Tues- 
day evening. 

Beginning the discussion concentrat- 
ing on the computer plan, Seifert com- 
mented that the Andover schools are in 
the position of having to play catch-up at 
this point, and that the computer plan 
would have to include staff development, 
curriculum development, hardware and 
software. He made it clear that he was 
not suggesting that it was an all or noth- 
ing situation before turning the presenta- 
tion over to Assistant Superin 
intendent/Elementary Lois Haslam. 

Haslam explained that first year com- 
puter plan goals on the elementary level 
were to teach all students basic comput- 
er operation and keyboarding and to 
teach third graders LOGO, a computer 
language. 

Bancroft teacher Dot Pele commented 
that although a lack of equipment has 
kept the program from including all stu- 
dents, ‘‘exciting things are happening.”’ 

Charlotte Lynch, a teacher at West El- 
ementary, introduced Craig Black, Steve 
McNulty and Michael Wu, three of the 
school’s students, who presented ‘‘Hea- 
roid,”’ a computerized robot purchased 
by the West Parent/Teacher organiza- 
tion. 

Assistant Superintendent/Secondary 
Leslie Loomis expressed a difference be- 
tween programs at the elementary level, 
which are uniform, and those at the sec- 
ondary level. Loomis feels that pro-

grams at the junior high school should 
concentrate on competency and those at 
the high school should be on an elective 
basis—once every one is ‘‘caught-up”’ on 
basic skills. 

John Givens, a junior high teacher, 
explained that in the seventh grade, stu- 
dents should have a keyboarding course 
and in the eighth grade concentrate on 
applications. This would include word 
processing, spread sheets, data base, 
telecommunications and an introduction 
to BASIC, a universal computer lan- 
guage. In the ninth grade, students 
would concentrate on word processing, 
tying together computer technology and 
writing. 

Andover High teacher Ted Johnson 
commented that an Information Science 
Department is necessary and that com- 
puters could tie into other programs 
when used as a problem-solving tool. 

Seifert added that the administration 
could go no further in the planning proc- 
ess until the committee decides on the 
amount of funding to be given the plan. 

Committeeman Donald Robb stated 
that there are several ways in which one 
could go about funding the program: all 
in one year, a several year phase-in, or 
by bonding. 

Finance Committee member Joanne 
Marden explained that no matter how it 
was organized, the money would have to 
come out of the budget one way or the 
other, and suggested that the committee 
begin to decide where they would cut 
their budget in order to fund the pro-

Research Park 
Site Plans 
Approved 


Last Tuesday night, the Planning 
Board unanimously voted to send its 
approval to the building inspector of 
site plans for a new building planned 
by Andover Research Park. The two- 
story office and/or research building 
is planned for a parcel in an industri- 
al park location on Riverside Drive, 
off River Road. 

Also approved were modified site 
plans for an addition to the law 
offices of Reginald Marden. The per- 
missibility of the addition had been 
debated before the board because 
Marden had signed a covenent with 
the town, when the Central Street 
property was rezoned General Busi- 
ness in 1979, that stipulated that the 
exterior of the historic building— 
known as the Jonathan Swift house— 
remain true to its original style. 
Marden’s design for the addition was 
approved by both the Historical So- 
ciety and the town’s Design Advisory 
Group, and will be subject to the 
D.A.G.’s recommendations. 

The board denied approval, unani- 


mously, to preliminary plans for 
“Pine Woods,” a nine-lot subdivision 
proposed for a location off Jenkins 
Road. The denial was based upon a 
number of planning concerns, chief 
of which was a lack of adequate fire 
protection for the area. 

The board then approved defini- 
tive plans for “Great Heron Place,” 
a three-lot subdivision off Orchard 
Street. The approval is tied to 25 con- 
ditions, which must be met by devel- 
opers before building can begin. 

Finally, board members unani- 
mously agreed to grant a six-month 
extension in the time allowed to re- 
file plans to developers of ‘‘Field- 
stone Acres,” a 52-lot subdivision 
planned for a site off Dascomb Road. 
Preliminary plans for the devel- 
opment had been disapproved be- 
cause of sewer problems that would 
have required the installation of a 
pumping system; the developers are 
now working with the town to seek 
gravity-feed lines to the area.

They are not aware 
that it’s more important to be concerned with 
the child’s individual biological timetable and 
what is best for that child rather than whether 
or not the child is going into the same grade as 
their friend. Because-of this lack of understand- 
ing children are often placed in first grade. This 
overplacing imposes pressures which inhibit the 
child’s social growth, physical well being, emo-

Conservation League Visiting 


Many Andover residents are presently answering a 
knock or ring at the door to find a person talking about 
acid rain, toxic waste and clean water legislation. 

These visitors are representatives of the League of Con- 
servation Voters (LCV), a national, non-partisan political 
committee that works to elect environmental leaders to 
public office. 

“The league fills a unique niche in the conservation 
movement, ’’ says New England LCV political director, 
Sandra Ledbetter. ‘“‘Unlike lobbying groups, which work 
to influence politicians already in office, the league acti- 
vely supports conservation-minded candidates during 
election years.”’ 

LCV also works to educate the public on current envi- 
ronmental issues. The group has recently organized 
grassroots campaigns to reauthorize a stronger Super- 
fund bill for toxic waste cleanup, to enact national acid 
rain reduction legislation and to publicize hearings on 
high-level radioactive waste siting in New England. 

Another priority of the organization is to hold elected 
officials accountable for their votes on environmental leg- 
islation by publishing annual voting charts for all mem- 
bers of Congress and bi-annual electrion reports. 

Manchester, N.H., became the home of the league’s 
first New England regional office in 1984. Its immediate 
success led to the establishment of a second regional of- 
fice in Portsmouth, N.H. 

The league was established in 1970 by Marion Edey, an 
energetic congressional aide who saw a need to coun- 


terbalance the greater influence private interests held 
‘the public interests when it came to environmental legis- 
ation. 

The league has grown in membership and influence 
since its first endorsement slate of 12 candidates was re- 
leased 13 years ago. In the 1986 elections, 55 of 70 LCV- 
endorsed candidates were elected to Congress. Mem- 
bership in the New England region alone tops 25,000 sup- 
porters. 

New Englanders have historically been deeply con- 
cerned about the quality of their natural environment, 
added Ledbetter. ‘‘The League of Conservation Voters is 
dedicated to assuring that those individuals elected to 
public office will reflect the strong environmental values 
held by their constituents.”

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South Andover Residents Ask 


For Improved Power Service 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


For years, residents living in the south 
end of town have suffered electrical pow- 
er problems that their naliamuea in other 
sections of Andover have not shared. 
They have grumbled among themselves 
about the inconvenience of their all-too- 
frequent blackouts and spot outages; a 
few have placed individual calls to the 
town offices, or to the Massachusetts 
Electric Company, to complain—or to 
find out what happened this time. 

For the most part, however, they have 
simply lived with the problem as a fact 
of life. 

Until Jan. 25, that.is. 

On that fateful day, known to sports 
enthusiasts as “Superbowl Sunday,” a 
three-hour outage left South Andover and 
Ballardvale residents T.V.-less, frus- 
trated—and angry. 

“Tt was,’’ recalls Morningside Drive 
resident Richard Kiberd, ‘‘the straw that 
broke the camel’s back.”’ 

Kiberd and fellow South Andoverite 


Jared S.A. Clark, who lives on Azalea 
Drive, decided it was time to attack the 
power problem with show of the area’s 
own power. After strategic phone calls to 
town and electric company officials, the 
two called together an informal commit- 
tee of neighbors. The disgruntled resi- 
dents drew up a petition demanding that 
the electric company give its 2000 cus- 
tomers in their section of Andover the 
same quality of electrical services af- 
forded the town’s other citizens. 

The petition, which Kiberd expects to 
draw 400 to 500 signatures, will be heard 
by members of the Board of Selectmen 
at their Feb. 23 meeting, scheduled for 
7:30 in the third floor conference room of 
the town offices. 

Kiberd does not expect the meeting, 
which two representatives of Massachu- 
setts Electric have agreed to attend, to 
be hostile. ‘‘It won’t be ‘the electric com- 
pany versus the people,’ ” he says; it 
will, rather, be an exercise in fact-find- 


ing. It will also mark an attempt to gar- 
ner a public acknowledgement from the 
company of the regions problems, and a 
commitment to correct them. ‘You real- 
ly have to get this commitment at an 
open meeting,” explains Kiberd. 

He and Clark have also invited Rep. 
Sue Tucker to attend as a South Andover 
resident. 

Kiberd says that, in their private con- 
versations, company officials have been 
both cooperative and candid. ‘“‘There has 
been no animosity at all,” he says. Mas- 
sachusetts Electric officials have, in 
fact, admitted that the south part of town 
has had problems—and that they have 
been allowed to deteriorate over the 
years. 

According to Kiberd, the electric com- 
pany blames many of the area’s outage 
problems on Mother Nature—adverse 
weather, falling tree limbs and nibbling 
squirrels. The company has already be- 
gun to try to rectify the situation, he 


says. Workers are trimming trees more 
extensively; they are fusing the system 
so that outages that, in the past, would 
have paralysed the entire area can be 
confined to one or a few streets. The 
company has pledged to install sturdier 
cable, and fit transformers with squirrel- 
proof wire cages. Finally, workers are 
trying to locate ‘“‘hot spots,” says Ki- 
berd—weak areas that are prone to trou- 
ble. 


Kiberd says that he and his neighbors 
have been told that it will take time for 
Massachusetts Electric to upgrade the 
system in South Andover. “‘It won’t be an 
‘overnight thing,’ ’’ he says. 

If that is the case, so be it, he says. 
What the residents want, in truth, is a 
“sure thing’’—uninterrupted service; 
service that compares with that received 
by the rest of the town. Kiberd and Clark 
hope that South Andoverites turn out in 
force on Feb. 23 to lobby for it. 


Atkins Nominates Four

Adler’s programs on Monday will in- 
clude a morning staff seminar in Pai- 
deia, and a second seminar in the 
afternoon with a group of randomly se- 
lected sixth, eighth and tenth graders. 
Both seminars will be based upon the 
reading of the Greek play ‘‘Antigone.”’ 

Afterward, Adler will address the staff 
and invited guests on the ‘“‘Wednesday 
Revolution.”

A Dilemma 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

Ms. O’Neil’s article in last week’s edition of 
the TOWNSMAN about Mr. Trask’s efforts to 
manage his solid waste problems is somewhat 
symptomatic of the dilemma the state of Massa- 
chusetts is facing with landfills in many commu- 


nities nearing capacity. Increasingly stringent 


environmental safeguards are also making new 
initiatives more challenging and expensive. 

For communities in which trash-to-energy fa- 
cilities are operating, possible health impacts 
due to the release of harmful byprceducts of in- 
cineration are being evaluated. Concerned citi- 
zens and public interest groups have focused 
their concerns on long-term effects and are 
seeking other alternatives. 

The alternatives, as notably realized by the 
purveyor of Mr. Trask’s dumpster, are limited. 
There are clear indications that Massachusetts 
residents in less populated areas of the state are 
not willing to solve the solid waste problems of 
the urban areas. Likewise, our neighboring 


‘ states in New England are also unwilling to ac- 


cept ‘‘Mass. Trash”’ any longer. 

Eventually, the economics of solid waste man- 
agement involving source reduction and mean- 
ingful recycling will become a greater driving 
mechanism. However, until then, environmental 
impacts to our water, air and soil will continue 
to expand.

A Needed Program 


Both the selectmen and school committee have 
been apprised of the need for an afternoon child 
care program in the community. 

It has been generally agreed by both groups 
that a pilot program should get underway as ear- 
ly as the next school year and to that end have 
turned the matter over to Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony for examination and implemen- 
tation. 

The implementation of such a program respon- 
ds to a vital need in the community and one 
which, it would appear, can be accomplished 
with little difficulty. 

The need, of course, is self-evident. There are a 
number of families where both parents work of 
necessity. In such a situation, a supervised child 
care facility becomes a virtual necessity. 

Under the suggested plan, the program would 
be self-supporting through the fees paid for those 
using the service. 

Certainly, facilities would be available with the 
school buildings becoming virtually vacant late 
in the afternoon, thus adaptable to conversion to 
child-care use. 

The study committee appointed last year did a 
comprehensive and thorough job of evaluating 
the need, then coming up with suggested ways of 
implementation and deserve praise for their 
work. 

There is one point in the report which, frankly, 
would require considerable examination before 
implementation and it is probably a considerable 
distance down the road anyway. 

The committee has suggested the examination 
of a town-sponsored center to provide care and 
programs for pre-school through adolescence. 
While such a facility would be a nice addition to 
services the community may offer, it may also be 
a burden too costly to undertake. 

It may be worthwhile to look into the possibility 


of providing such a service and a facility to © 


accommodatde them. But it should also be borne 
in mind that basically municipal government and 
its services cannot and should not be the response 
to what may be considered a luxury item when 
looking at the total needs of the community.

Differed

I was eating lunch in a restaurant with my 
teenaged da r not long ago, when she spied 
a few of her c tes at a nearby table. 

She blanched. “Oh, no!’ she said in a near- 
whisper. ‘There are people I know here, and 
I’m with my mother!” 

Hmmm 


I should have been hurt. 

I was, instead, stunned. For years, in her odd 
moments of frustration, my mother had willed 
this to happen to me. 

The power of maternal voodoo.

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Sixth Candidate Joins 
Selectman’s Contest 


A sixth challenger has joined the race to fill 
the vacancy on Andover’s Board of Selectmen. 
According to Town Clerk Elden Salter, Robert 
C. Hughes of 13 Wildrose Drive has taken out 
nomination papers for the position, which will be 
filled at the upcoming town election. 

Hughes joins a slate of five other candidates 
for the seat left vacant by the recent death of 
Selectman Donn Byrne. The other contenders 
are: Gail Ralston, 60 Chestnut St.; Robert Mer- 
rill, 57 Cross St.; Florence Buck, 8 Summer St.; 
Gerald Grasso, 6 Arthur Road; and William 
Downs, 147 Elm St. 

The contest for the open School Committee 


seat, to be vacated by retiring committee Chair- 
man Michael Giammusso, is holding steady at 
four candidates. Vying for the opening are Mar- 
go T. Tilghman, 4 Lovejoy Road; John Nardoz- 
za, 59 Juniper Road; Sean L. Callahan, 100 
Washington Park; and Edward J. Kupa, 
4 Joseph St. 

Both the School Committee and Board of Se- 
lectmen positions are for three-year terms. 

The other ballot spot, the one-year term of 
Town Moderator, has incumbent James Doherty 
seeking re-election. 

Feb. 9 is the final date for filing nomination 
papers for the three positions. 


Second Fire In Duplex 


Andover Fire Department officials are inves- 
tigating the cause of a second fire in the base- 
ment of a recently-burned duplex on North Main 
Street. 

At mid-day on Tuesday, according to Fire De- 
partment Deputy Chief Tom Andrew, a pass- 
erby noticed smoke issuing from the basement 
of the unoccupied house at 120/122 North Main 
St. and notified the department. When firefight- 
ers arrived on the scene at 12:09 p.m., they 
found a small pile of smoldering debris on the 
basement steps. They quickly extinguished the 
blaze and returned to the station within 25 min- 
utes. 

According to Andrew, the boarded-up building 
had been entered. Deputy Fire Inspector Bob 
Boush is investigating the fire, in conjunction 
with the detective division of the Andover Police 
Department; they have taken samples of 
materials from the point of origin to the State 
Crime Lab for analysis. 

Andrew said that no further damage was done 
to the building, which was almost totally de- 
stroyed by fire on Dec. 9. That first blaze origi- 
nated in the basement on: the tenant side; 
Andrew said that investigation had found it to be 
“very strongly probably electrical in origin.”’

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PLANNING BOARD 
PUBLIC HEARING 


In accordance with Chapter 40 G.L. Section 5, notice is hereby given that the 
Andover Planning Board will hold a Public Hearing, Tuesday, February 17, 1987, at 
8:00 P.M., at the Memorial Auditorium, Whittier Street, Andover, MA, to consider the 
following amendments to the Zoning Bylaw: 

ARTICLE: 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Law, Article VIII of the Town 
By-Laws, by striking out Section VI.0.5.b. (relating to new multiple family dwelling 
construction) in its entirety and substituting the following: 

““b. Density: 

(1) The maximum base number of dwelling units shall be five units per acre of 
buildable area. The Planning Board may, at its discretion, determine that a 
lower density of dwelling units per acre is more appropriate, considering 
site conditions. 

(2) ‘“‘Buildable Area’ is calculated by subtracting from the total area of the lot 
a number which is ninety (90) percent of the area shown as wetlands on the 
Town of Andover Wetlands maps. 

(3) For each base dwelling unit which provides low or moderate income housing 
within the meaning of M.G.L. Ch. 40B Sections 20-23, the applicant shall be 
entitled to a credit of fifty (50) percent of an additional dwelling unit.”’ 

ARTICLE: 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw, Article VIII of the Town 

Bylaws, as follows: 


(1) That Section ITI.A.1. of the Zoning Bylaw is amended to add a new use district, 
called Multi-Family, Section ITI.A.1. as so amended to read: 
“1. Residence Districts: 
SRA - Single Residence A 
SRB - Single Residence B 
SRC - Single Residence C 
MF’ - Multi-Family 
APT - Apartment’’; and 
(2) That the following area of the Town of Andover is hereby changed from a Single 
Residence A use district to a Multi-Family use district, namely that area within the 
following described bounds, which shall be shown on the Zoning Map of Andover: 
Beginning at the northwest corner of Lot 61 (Assessors’ Map 38) and running 
easterly along the northern boundary of Lot 61 (Assessors’ Map 38) to High Street; 
thence easterly across High Street to the northwest corner of Lot 110 (Assessors’ Map 
38); thence easterly along the northern boundary of Lot 110 to its intersection with Lot 
143-A (Assessors’ Map 38); thence southerly along the eastern boundary of Lot 110 to 
its intersection with Lot 123 (Assessors’ Map 38); thence easterly along the northern 
boundaries of Lots 123 & 124 (Assessors’ Map 38) to the southwestern most corner of 
Maple Court; thence south-southeasterly along the western boundary of Lots 142 and 
138 (Assessors’ Map 38) and continuing this line to the centerline of Elm Street; 
thence northeasterly along the centerline of Elm Street to the intersection of the 
centerlines of Elm & Summer Streets; thence easterly along the centerline of 
Summer Street to the intersection of the centerlines of Summer & Whittier Streets; 
thence southerly along the centerline of Whittier Street to the intersection of the 
centerlines of Whittier and Chestnut Streets; thence westerly along the centerline of 
Chestnut Street to the intersection of the centerlines of Chestnut and Bartlet Streets; 
thence southerly along the centerline of Bartlet Street to a point opposite the southern 
boundary of Lot 69 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence westerly across Bartlet Street and 
continuing westerly along the northern boundary of Lot 68 to its intersection with Lot 
72 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence southerly along the western boundary of Lot 68 to its 
intersection with the boundary of lot 67 (Assessors’ Map 39); thence westerly along

Donald T. Coleman, 91 High St., 
brought a reporter and camera crew 
from WNEV-TV’s New England News 
Exchange to the School Committee meet- 
ing Tuesday evening, but no footage was 
shot. 

Coleman expressed anger at the re- 
sults of the Exchange’s recent testing of 
high school students in several commu- 
nities. Andover ranked lower than Sa- 
lem, N.H., said Coleman. 

He then asked if any action had been 
taken on his request for an investigation 
into his allegations against the schools’ 
administration, which included nepo- 
tism. He requested that the investigation 
hone in specifically on the policies of Su- 
perintendent Kenneth Seifert. 

“Since Seifert has taken over, this 
school system has gone downhill....I am 
ashamed of the Andover school system,’ 
Coleman commented. 

Committee chairman Michael Giam- 
musso commented that, at the time of 
the request, it was explained that there 
were certain grievance procedures that 
could be followed by any employee or 
applicant for a position if they felt they 
had been treated unfairly.

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TV Crew Comes Up Short As 
Coleman Targets Testing

Coleman again requested that the com- 
mittee investigate, but Giammusso 
firmly stated that “none of my col- 
leagues has presented a motion to inves- 
tigate,” and that unless one did, there 
would be no such action. Giammusso 
then asked the other committee mem- 
bers if they wanted to present a motion 
for such an investigation and all an- 
swered that they did not. 

Coleman responded by stating that he 
is considering running for the seat on the 
committee which will be open at the end 
of Giammusso’s term, and that if he is 
elected, “‘Things on this committee are 
going to change.” 

Coleman then walked out of the meet- 
ing, leaving the reporter and camera 
crew from the News Exchange wonder- 
ing what they had been there to cover. 

Keeping with the subject matter of 
testing, a Grade 3 Assessment was then 
presented the committee, with 95 percent 
of the students believing that teachers 
expect them to do well on a test. 

Terry Murphy, an English teacher, 
commented that the assessment was 
made through analysis of questions an- 


swered by students who were recently 
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tested. 

The research shows, she said, that it is 
very important that teachers and paren- 
ts work together in the educational proc- 
ess and that children who read at least 
half and hour a day at home, discuss the 
readings with parents, and watch less 
than two hours of television the day be- 
fore a test scored overall 85 points higher 
than other students. 

Overall, 56 percent of the students like 
going to school, 76 percent disgnated sci- 
ence as a favorite subject and 70 percent 
also named math as a favorite. 

Only 51 percent of the students read 
aloud to parents while 53 percent discuss 
readings with parents. The figure fell 
over drastically when stduents were 
asked if they read at least a half-hour per 
day at home—only 27 percent do. 

Forty percent did not read at all the 
day before a test. Fourteen percent 
watch five or more hours of television 
the day before a test, but 51 percent 
watch less that two hours of television 
the day before and exam. 

Committeeman Robb expressed con- 
cern that only a little more than half of 
the students like going to school. He 
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added that it may be helptui to pinpoint 
the differences between the Sanborn 
School, which had 73 percent of its stu- 
dents liking school, and the lower-rated 
schools. This, he said, did not mean that 
the other schools were bad or that em- 
tag of them were not doing their 
jobs. 
In other business, the committee acted 
on a number of personnel recommenda- 
tions. All but one of them were voted 
unanimously by the committee.
